Gov. Miller Asks incontes 


Be Taxed As 


THE ELBA CLIPPER 


Legislature Is 


Convened In Extra Session 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan, 81, 

Shifting the tax burden from 
landowners to those with incomes 
Which enable payment of a state 
income (ax was urged as the best 
method of solving Alabama's debt 
problem by Governor B, M. Miller 
in his message to the legislature 
today. 

Miller called on the legislature, 
convened by him in special session, 
for an amendment to provide for 
payment of the current deficit; an 
amendment calling for a yearly 
State income tax; to provide for a 
sales tay ta he in. foree until the 
income tax can become operative; 
to appropriate expenses for the 
special session, limit it to the short- 
est possible time, limit clerks to the 
number necessary to do the work. 

A strong bid for the income tax 
was made after Miller told of the 
State deficit and of State schools 
and banks to which the State owes 
money and cannot pay. 

“Give the voters,” he pleaded, 
“an opportunity to see the real is- 
sue, to realize the struggle the 
‘able to pay taxes’ are making to 
avoid their reasonable share . . 
and to keep the burden of taxes 
on those ‘unable to pay it’.” 

In a lengthy message that took 
nearly 35 minutes to read, the 
quiet, thoughtful genial chief ex- 
ecutive of the State went into the 
problem of what caused Alabama’s 
debt—which he estimated at $20,- 
000,000—to whom it was owed and 
how it could best be paid. 

He offered three solutions—an 
increase of property taxes, to which 
he is “unalterably opposed;” a 
sales tax, which he termed jn reali- 
ty a consumer's tax and a measure 
to be operated only until his final 
solution can be enacted into law 
and put in operation—an income 
tax, 

Miller cited figures showing in- 
come tax payments over a period 
of 17 years since the tax was in- 
augurated by the Federal govern- 
ment. Alabamians paid a tax of 
$135,067,985.00 on an income of 
$2,259,902,270.00 in that space, 
he said. ; 

A similar amount paid to the 
State, he asserted, would have left 
Alabamians with an income of ov- 
er two billion for the period, and 
the tax would have been enough to 
pay all of the State’s bonded debts 
for that period —$66,000,000—and 
all the current debts—320,000.000. 

Income figures for 1930-31-32 
Were unavailable and not quoted 
by the Governor. 

“These figures clearly demon- 
strate,” he told the special session, 
“with unerring certainty, that the 
Federal income tax payers are able 
to pay and that is where Alabama 
should go for its desired revenue.” 

“Render, therefore, unto Ala- 
bama the things that are Ala- 
bama’s.” 

The plank of the Democratic 
platform calling for balancing the 
budget by taxation levied on abili- 
ity to pay and interpreted by Pres- 
ident-elect Roosevelt as in favor 
of graduated income, inheritance 
and profit taxes and against taxes 
on food and clothing which are 
shifted to the consumer, was cited 
by Miller in his plea for an jncome 
tax levy to retire the bond issue 
which will be used to pay off the 
State’s indebtedness, 

After citing the Federal taxes 
paid by Alabamians, Miller said: 

“. . . Yet during these 17 years 
thee Federal income tax payers 
in Alabama did not pay one dime 
on income to Alabama. Their great 
income was made in Alabama. Ala- 
bama laws, Alabama courts and 
Alabama officials protected and 
permitted them to clear net over 
$2,041,552,340.00. 

“From it nothing was paid to 
Alabama on these enormous in- 
comes; and now many of them are 
unalterably opposed to paying an 
income tax and are fighting it bit- 
terly, in different forms and un- 
der different names and with dif- 
ferent organizations. 

“Aye you going, by your vote, 
to permit them—the 17,785 indi- 
vidual Federal income tax payers 
in Alabama and the 215 corpora- 
tions, Federal income tax payers 
in Alabama—to continue to escape 
taxation on their incomes in Ala-

bama and to keep all of the burden 


lon the other property of the State, 


or are you going to vote to sub- 
mit an amendment to the voters 
and thereby permit them by their 
votes to say whether the expenses 
of this government which is pro 
tecting them and their enormous 
‘ncomes as it protects you and your 
property shall bear its fair share 
of the taxes of Alabama? 

“Do not be deceived , . , do not 
be guided by the persuasive voices 
of the anti-income tax advocates, 
anti-income tax organizations and 
anti-ineome tax lobbvista; who are 
seeking to continue to escape Ala- 
bama taxation on their incomes. 

“. .. The eyes of the tax collec- 
tor sees the real and personal prop- 
erty and it is taxed. The income 
tax property is invisible cannot 
be seen by the public; its enormity 
is not generally known; and it has 
escaped taxation in Alabama... , it 
has escaped . because of the 
power and influence of the men 
with invisible income property. The 
eyes of the one will be opened 
some day to see the acts of the 
other and then the real struggle— 
great struggle—will begin and 
soon end with a great and over- 
whelming victory for the men of 
visible property. Their cause is 
just and justice will prevail in the 
end.” 

Of the estimated $20,000,000 
deficit, more than $15,000,000 is 
due the State Education Depart- 
ment, banks and merchants hold- 
ing educational warrants, — said 
Miller. 

Salaries of teachers are delin- 
quent in many counties and the 
schools are closing, he continued. 

He cited the fact that the pro- 
posed amendments for a bond is- 
sue and income tax were defeated 
in the November 8 election due to 
the fact that the bills were not 
passed by the legislature until Nov. 
4, and that there was not time 
enough to put the facts before the 
people, The bills were passed af- 
ter the legislature had met pre- 
viously and killed the proposals. 

“You took two votes at the bud- 
get bill; should not the people have 
two votes at the income tax amend- 
ment?” Miller asked, 

Taxes levied in many counties 
for education, Miller said, have 
been pledged for ‘years in ad- 
vance”’ to pay for school buildings 
and cannot now be used for sala- 
ries and other expenses, 

The deficit has risen steadily, he 
declared, because the legislatures 
have made appropriations that ex- 
ceeded state income, which has 
sharply decreased because of th 
depression, 

As an example, Miller said, in 
1919 the Department of Education 
was appropriated $9,491,440 and in 
1927 was appropriated $32,180,- 
758, an increase of 224.91 per cent. 

The Fletcher budget act has put 
the State within its income. He 
cited sayings in salaries amounting 
to more than $1,700,000, Appro- 
priations have been decreased; of- 
fices abolished, the deficit cannot 
be paid off “by economy and have 
efficient government,” Miller said. 

“. . . The appropriations exceed 
the revenue by over two million 
dollars annually,” he said. “Under 
the Fletcher budget statute the ap- 
propriations will be reduced pro 
rata to balance the revenue. This 
will not pay the debts. This pre- 
vents debts from accumulating in 
the future as they have in the 
past.’

“The owner of the real and per- 
sonal property is slumbering. He 
is not awake to the situation. He 
does not yet realize the struggle 
being made by the anti-income tax 
payer to keep the burden of tax- 
ation on him.” 

“They (the teachers) have con- 
tinued unselfishly to teach and 
have given the best possible ser- 
vice, trusting the State of Alaba- 
ma to pay them.” 

“Alabama’s debts must be paid. 
Alabama’s schools and colleges 
must not close. The credit of the 
State must be maintained.” 

“This (the income tax) is a just 
tax.” 

“The Fletcher budget bill , . . is 
the most constructive financial sta- 
tute passed in this State within a 
quarter of a century.” 

“Such a course (increasing prop- 
erty tax) to pay this debt is un- 
thinkable and I am unalterably op- 
posed to it. Taxation on real and 
personal property has reached the 
limit in Alabama. , .” 

“Tf this plan (the sales tax) 
should be enacted into law, it 
should be called the consumer’s 
tax.” 

“The consumer now, as a rule, 
is battling for bread, hunting for 
food, seeking colthes; and thous- 
ands and tens of thousands of them 
are idle, hungry and begging for 
the necessities of life.” 

“To yaise taxes we should go to 
those who have money, who have 
made money, who have the ability 
to pay and where profits and in- 
comes have never been taxed in 
Alabama.” 

“Will you let it (the income) es- 
cape taxation? It has escaped too 
long.” 

“The last year, the worst dur- 
ing the depression, the income tax 
paid by Alabamians to the United 
States was $2,263,208.00.” 

“Numerically they (income tax 
payers) are small, financially they 
are able to pay and influentially 
they have great weight.” 

“Consider it (the income tax) 
carefully. Remember you are an 
Alabamian, an Alabama Senator or 
Alabama Representative, and want 
to pay Alabama’s debts.”

Mrs. A. M. Tunstall, director of 
the State Child Welfare Depart- 
ment, and forwarded to her yes- 
terday. In asking for the loan, 
the Board of Commissioners of 
Coffee County designated the coun- 
ty Child Welfare Board as the me- 
dium through which the borrowed 
money should be expended and 
Probate Judge Carnley as disburs- 
ing officer. 

Judge Carnley, it is stated, 
thereafter assumed the duties im- 
posed on him as chairman of the 
Welfare Board and issued a call 
for the board to meet and consider 
the matter of expending the funds, 
but the Board declined to answer, 
maintaining that the judge of the 
Inferior Court should serve as 
chairman, a majority petitioning 
Judge Brunson to act in that ca- 
pacity. 

In order to settle the contested 
point, Mrs. Tunstall made request 
for the opinion. When there is 
no specific local law providing for 
a juvenile court judge in a coun- 
ty, the judge of probate acts in 
that capacity, it appears. Opinion 
of the Attorney General points out, 
however, that under provision of 
an act of the present Legislature, 
Coffee comes within the population 
classification of counties in which 
juvenile jurisdiction is transferred 

from the probate court to the in- 
ferior court, 

In Coffee County, it was held, 
therefore, juvenile jurisdiction was 
transferred to the inferior court 
and the judge of that court is 
chairman of the county Child Wel- 
fare Board.

MARABLE IN JAIL 
AS WIFE'S KILLER 


DADEVILLE, Ala., Jan, 27.— 
Held on a charge of murder in the 
slaying of his bride of three weeks, 
Ira RB. Marable, Tallapoosa Coun- 
ty farmer, tonight maintained his 
silence while officers searched for 
securities and cash the woman was 
known to have had. 

Sheriff J. Kyle Young, who con- 
ducted the investigation of the ax 
slaying of Mrs. Marable yesterday, 

‘said he believed a desire for mon- 
ey and securities the woman had, 
prompted the slaying. 

Some of the securities the wo- 
man had in her trunk were found 
there today, but others and “sev- 
eral hundreds dollars” in cash still 
were missing. 

“Haven't completed my investi- 
gation,’ said Sheriff Young late 
today, “but I will be finished late 
tomorrow.” 

The sheriff said he believed now 
that Marable killed his wife with- 
out the aid of an accomplice. 

Mrs. Marable, hacked and beat- 
en to death, was found in a bed- 
room in her rural home yesterday 
by neighbors. Marable was here 
on business and his children by a 
former marriage were attending 
school, 

Sheriff Young immediately went 
to the scene and later track dogs 
from Kilby Prison were brought 
here. The dogs, the sheriff said, 
took a trail and wandered about 
the premises.

February 14th is cane planting 
time and I want to give you the 


benefit of my experience in plant 
ing and prowing sugar cane, Many 


farmers think that they cannot 
raise sugar cane on account of 
some disease in the cane. In my 


opinion, the ground on which you 
plant the cane is more responsible 
for the failure than the 
Select your sugar cane patch early 
and be sure to select a spot where 
there jis a good deep soil with plen- 
ty of moisture. You should al- 
Ways plant your super cane an 
fresh land if possible. Second year 
new ground is the best. I suggest 
that you break your land thor- 
oughly two or three times before 
planting, then bed the patch out 
with a turning plow and follow in 
that furrow with a five-inch shovel. 
This will break your land about 
ten inches deep. Have your rows 
about eight feet apart and if there 
are roots or stumps in the water- 
furrow they should be grubbed out. 
Get your seed cane as deep in the 


disease. 


ground as you can so long as you! the poultry car. 


do not plant it below the soil. 
Drop your seed cane in these rows 
and cover with a double stock, Do 
not cover your cane too deep un- 
you are prepared to remove 
the dirt before the cane comes up. 
If you expect to fertilize your cane 
you should put down phosphate 
and potash at the time of plant- 
ing, but do not put it next to the 
cane. If you use green cotton 
seed for fertilizer you should put 
the seed down at the time you plant 


less 


your cane, Do not put soda or 
cottonseed meal when you plant 
your cane. Your cane should be 


fertilized with cottonseed meal and 
phosphate every time you plow it, 
if you follow this plan. It ig all 
right to use one application of soda 
around your cane, but if this is 
done it should be used about the 
time the cane is ready for its first 
siding. Please remember that it 
injures your cane to break the 
roots, and you should work your 
cane in such a way that the roots 
are never disturbed. If you select 
a good place for your cane pre- 
pare the land properly, fertilize 
reasonably heavy, and work as 
above suggested you can always 
depend on having a_ reasonably 
good cane, 
* * * 


I told you some weeks ago that 
I would give you a plan of Mr. 
T. M. Stroud, who has the repu- 
tation of being one of the most 
successful cane growers in this 
section. Mr. Stroud selects a place 
for his cane where the soil is rea- 
sonably deep and moist, first or 
second year new ground being pre- 
ferred. He breaks his land three 
or four times before planting and 
the last breaking is done with a 
“bull tongue scooter,” and he 
breaks it just as deep as he can. 
He does this plowing cross ways 
where his rows will be and he beds 
his land out in about five- or six- 
foot rows. If the water furrow 
is not as deep as he wants it he 
takes a scoop and mattox and fin- 
ishes the job. He puts the cane 
just as deep in the ground as he 
san and covers it very lightly. He 
does not fertilize or plow the cane. 
He works his cane patch with a 
hoe, and makes good cane every 
year. I saw Mr. Stroud about two 
weeks ago, and at that time he had 
not finished making his syrup, He 
is one farmer who always has a 
lot of syrup to sell. The writer 
has never tried this plan, but I am 
always ready to take advice from 
any man who succeeds with his 
plan. 

* * * 

The Regional Agricultural Credit 
Bank of Montgomery is now mak- 
ing loans and I suggest that every 
farmer who finds it necessary to 
borrow money with which to make 
his crop get in touch with this 
bank at once. Your County Farm 
Demonstration Agent can give you 
instructions or you can write to 
Mr. Jesse B. Herrin, Montgomery, 
Alabama, for instructions. 

Do not borrow money to make 
this crop if it is earthly possible 
for you to get along without it. 
If you must have money then get 
it at once, in order that you may 
get your fertilizer and make a good 
crop. It does not pay to start a 
crop in the Summer time. 

From all indications, there will 
be seed loans this year, and the 
business men in several counties of 
this section are trying to speed up 
the making of these loans so the 
farmers can get their fertilizer in 
February. I believe that you can 
get a seed loan in a few weeks, 
and we know that you can get a 
loan from the bank at Montgomery 
at the present time if you have 
the security.

Quite a number of our neigh- 
bors are discouraged with cows be- 
cause they are cheap, Sallie thinks 
just as much of her cows now as 
she did when they were worth a 
hundred dollars each. We must 
have calves, chickens and hogs on 
the farm and we cannot have ei- 
ther one successfully without milk. 
We must also have fertilizer on 
the farm and we cannot have fer- 
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tilizer without cows, and for these 
reasons Sallie says that cows sre 
just as valuable now as they ever 
were. We cannot be good farmers 
without having good cows.
